CHANCE FOR POLICE. 

In the present crisis, as it may be 
called, there is a far-reaching inclina- 
tion to attribute the outbreaks against 
law and authority in some of the 
large cities to lack of proper immigre- 
tion restrictions.

The War Office has sent in- 
structions to Allenstein ordering the 
fullest inquiry made into the death of 
Baron von Goeben, details of which 
are now forthcoming. 

One morbidly interesting conclusion 
is that he must have bribed the keeper 
who took his meal to him at 3 o'clock 
not to observe the disappearance of 
the knife, which, being intentionally 
blunt, he sharpened to a somewhat 
rough edge n the bottom of the coarse 
prison plate, with his back against the 
door, so that the guardian specially 
stationed outside with instructions 
to watch the prisoner carefully and 
look through the peep hole at least 
every quarter of an hour, could not see 
him holding the rough edged weapon 
in his left hand. 

With extraordinary courage the Baron 
went through what necessarily must 
have been the slow operation of gash- 
ing his neck on the right side until he 
completely severed the jugular vein, 
the blood spurting all over the walis 
of the narrow cell. When he had com- 
pleted his task the knife fell out of his 
hand, and his head was found sup- 
ported by his right hand. 

Two letters were found, one to the 
Baron's wife, saying he could not bear 
to face a trial which would bring dis- 
grace on his uniform, and a second 
saying that he had been hypnotized 
by the magnetic charms and attrac- 
tions of Frau Von Schoenebek. He 
couldn't now, he wrote, imagine how 
he had allowed himself to act as he 
had done. 

It appears that he had long contem- 
plated suicide, but promised in the 
name of his mother and his regiment 
not to do so. Extracts from his let- 
ters to his paramour couched in ex- 


eggeratediy parsionate terms show 
how completely he was under her 
domination. 


‘Tt was beneath a Christmas tree on 
the eventful night that she made him 
swear that he, would kill her hus- 
band. He, heated with wine and pas- 
sion, took an oath to do so. 

Baron Von Schrenckle-Notz, the ex- 
pert alienist, who, on behalf of 
.court, recently spent four days with 
Capt. Von Goeben in his cell for the 
purpose of forming an opinion as to 
the captain's mental condition, deciares 
that the captain was not insane, but in 
a condition of complete infatuation 
with Mrs. Von Schoenbeck.

Los Angeles, the typical city of America, the 
typical city of the twentieth century, cannot be 
stayed in her onward course to greatness. During 
the month of February the inspector of buildings 
issued over 250 permits for the building of homes 
for the people. These all go inside the limits of 
the city.

These are things to which they are entitled. But 
they should not spend the last penny of the dollar 
on anything that is not an absolute need. If they 
do, and if they make a habit of it, they suffer for 
jt a thousand times over when the pinch comes. 
“Put a little by for a rainy day — never was there 
a wiser saying than that. Put a little by fof the 
day when old age creeps on, when agcidents may 
happen, when sickness comes and when the hundred 
and one other emergencies may arise that will make 
a dollar in your pocket a source of comfort and pro- 
tection. This is the lesson that the late stringency 
ought to bring home to every fireside and to every 
thinking person's mind.
